’! During the last five years the Irish rail- 


unnatural conditions. When the British 
Government took them into its scheme of 
control it imposed upon them exactly the 
same terms of service and standards of 
expenditure which it had established for 
tke larger and wealthier railways of Great 
Britain. No allowance was made for the 
multifarious differences between the needs 
and problems of English industry and cf 
Irish agriculture. The porter in Conne- 
mara was put upon the same footing as the 
porter at Crewe. Men who had been earn- 
ing 15s. a week (which was scandalousiy 
insufficient) were promoted to 57s. (which, 
if not excessive in their own opinion, was 
far more than the Irish companies, under 
ordinary conditions, could afford to pay). 
As a result, the working expenses of all 
the Irish railways shot, rocket-wise, to 
heaven. Left to their own resources at any 
time in the last three years, most of them 
would have been compelled to file their 
petitions in bankruptcy. The State's 
guarantee alone kept them alive. In less 
than a fortnight from to-day that 
guarantee will be withdrawn and the com- 
panies must face once more the hard facts 
of life. The Government's compensation 
grant of £3,000,000 will enable them, with 
strict economy, to fulfil and, we hope, 
to improve their essential services to the 
country ; but, of course, it will not.enable 
them to maintain the extravagances of the 
period of control. Henceforward they 
must find their own dividends and pay their 
own wages bills out of their own receipts, 
assisted by the Government's final and 
not too generous grant. The process of 
coming back to earth will be—as it is 
always—painful for everybody concerned. 
It must begin with an immediate and all- 
round reduction of wages. 

Naturally, the Irish railwaymen dislike 
this necessity and we have much sympathy 
with ‘them. The fact that an increase of 
income was unexpected and involved no 
increase of work never reconciled anybody 
to its subsequent curtailment. lí the 
railwaymen are sensible, however, they 
will recognise the necessity without further 
delay. The suggestion of a general strike 
against the impending reductions is foolish 
for many reasons. A strike could be suc- 
cessful only in bringing want and suffer- 
ing upon the railwaymen and their 
families. It could not'succeed because no 
strike can over-ride economic laws. Even 
if the companies should yield to the threat 
and should continue to pay the existing 
wages, calamity would be merely post- 
poned. The present wages could be main- 
tained only by such an increase of traffic 
rates and passenger fares as would put 
the railways virtually out of action. 
Exorbitant rates would mean falling trade, 
widespread unemployment, dearer food 
and clothes, a sharp decline in the value 
of money. These misfortunes the railway 
worker would sharé with all other Irish- 
men and his nominally high wages soon 
would become a mockery. We can con- 
ceive conditions in which 57s. would cease 
to have more real value than the 15s. of 
pré-war days. The companies do not pro- 
pose, however, to return to that degrading 
minimum. They make proper allowance 
for the increased cost of living. We under- 
stand that, after the forthcoming reduc- 
tions have taken effect, the wages of Irish 
railwaymen will be between 100 and 150 
per cent. higher than they were before the 
war. In this respect the railwaymen will 
be more fértunate than hundreds of 
educated Irishmen of the professional 
classes. Moreover, the necessity of such 
reductions is universal. It has been 
accepted by English railwaymen and by 
workers in all the jeadizg industries of 
Great Britain. ] 

We are, as all good Irishmen hope, on 
the eve of a political settlement which will 
put our country’s future almost entirely 
in the keeping of Lrish hands and brains. 
It is not too soon, therefore, to begin to 
think of our several responsibilities under 
the new scheme of things. The Irish 
railwaymen will have very definite respon- 
sibilities. As we said yesterday, the rail- 
ways must play a very important part 
in the making of a prosperous and pro- 
gressive Ireland. Their present position 
makes them peculiarly dependent upon 
the common-sense and constructive capacity 
of their directors, of their staffs, and of 
the country’s commercial and trading in- 
terests. They are emerging from the 
British Government's control in a» state 
which leaves them equally amenable to 
complete disintegration and to radical im- 
provement and reform. On the one hand, 
control has disorganised them and 
burdened them with an excessive and un- 
natural expenditure. On the other hand, 
it has created conditions which are favour- 
able to a drastic reconstruction of rail- 
way equipment and railway policy in 
accordance with the country’s economic 
needs. If reform is to be prompt and 
successful, the men who will undertake it 
must not be saddled with impossible 
legacies from a past when conditions were 
of a wholly different character. In deal- 
ing with the railways the first Government 
of the new Ireland must start with a free 
hand and a clean sheet. For that reason 
we regret the short-sighted attempt of our 
railway workers to impose on this covntry 
the service provisions of the English Kail- 
ways Bill. For the samé reason we regret 
their resistance to the wage reductions 
which are inevitable if the railways are 
to come under the authority of the new 
State as a going concern.

ltaly's New Ministry. 

The new Italian Government has 
strengthened its position. Ten days ago 
‘it seemed to be on the point of collapse. 
Party passions ran high and it was assailed 
from all quarters ; but, thanks to the skil- 
ful leadership of Signor Bonomi, the 
moderate elements rallied to the Govern- 
ment’s support, and before the Parlia- 
mentary session closed it received an 
overwhelming vote of confidence. Now the 
Premier is free to carry out the admirable 
programme which he outlined. when he 
accepted office. His first task is to make 
the “Fascisti and the Communists respect 
the law. Signor Giolitti, his predecessor, 
shirked this duty, and, as the result of 
his policy of laissez-faire, the situation has 
become extremely grave. . Italy, indeed, 
has travelled a long way on the road 
towards civil war. A few months after 
their formation the Fascisti developed 
into what is known in the jargon of 
Moscow as a “White Guard,” and 
launched against Socialism generally a 
campaign of pure.terrorism. In the 
course of organised raids more than 
a hundred Socialist headquarters have 
been sacked and a great many lives 
have been sacrificed. This provocative 
conduct has had the inevitable result. 
Hundreds of men have entered the Com- 
munist camp, and a body called the 
Ardsts del Popolo has been formed with 
the avowed purpose of meeting the Fascist;

peace conversations,” and Signor Bonomi 
announced that there was a prospect that 
they might reach an agreement. Ap- 
parently, however, thd leaders cannot 
control their followers. While the “ con- 
versations ” were in progress there was an 
outbreak of violence at Sarzana and 
fifteen persons were killed. It was 
followed by disturbances at Grosseto, 
where twelve Socialists were murdered in 
cold blood. These events brought the 
“conversations’’ to a close. There can 
be no doubt that Italy yearns for the end 
of civil strife and that the mass of the 
people will support the Prime Minister in 
any steps that he may decide to take. His 
task, however, is far from easy, and, if he 
succeeds, he will establish his reputation as 
one of the foremost administrators of his 
time. Other subjects to which the Govern- 
ment must address itself without delay 
are the reduction of unemployment and 
the promotion of measures for the im- 
provement of financial and economic 
conditions. At the same time it must 
make its contributions towards the solution 
of the Silesian problem and the settlement 
of the Adriatic. So far as the former is 
concerned, the Foreign Minister has de- 
clared that Italy wants to see strict justice 
done, while as regards the Adriatic she 
adheres to Count Sforza’s plan. 
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Bradford’s Plight. 


years ago Bradford boasted of 
wealth beyond the dreams of avarice; 
now it is preparing to hoist the flag of 
bankruptcy. The lords of the woollen 
trade Rave lost their war-time fortunes and 
plead that they cannot pay their rates. 
There is some excuse for their plea. Since 
Labour assumed control of the city’s 
finances the rates have increased by leaps 
and bounds. For the year 1909-1910 they 
were 8s. 8d. in the £; for the current 
year they are 18s. 3d. Other cities have 
had the same experience, but in Bradford 
things are worse than they appear at first 
glance. The assessments have been in- 
creased by a round half million sterling, 
and the rate of 18s. 3d. is the equivalent 
of a rate of 27s. on the old valuation. 
The collectors’ demand notes have been 
returned in some thousands of cases 
with the blunt intimation that the 
householders cannot pay such exorbitant 
sums and that the authorities may 
whistle for their money. It is virtually 
impossible to take legal proceedings in 
so many cases; but, if that step is 
attempted, all the commercial bodies in 
the city will combine to fight it. In 
the meanwhile the ratepayers have decided 
that Labour's fantastic schemes are the 
sole cause of the city’s plight. At the last 
municipal election not a single Labour 
nominee was returned, and at the by- 
elections which have occurred since then 
Labour's representatives have been at the 
bottom of the poll. Bradford's unhappy 
position is a warning to every other city 
that it is unsafe to place the control of 
municipal affairs in the hands of men 
who lack administrative ability and busi- 
ness experience.

Sugar-Growers. 


A somewhat serious position has arisen 
in connection with the sugar industry of 
Jamaica. During the war most of the 
growers made huge fortunes. German 
competition ceased and the price of their 
produce rose by five hundred per cent. 
Afterwards, however, many of them were 
badly “‘ nipped.’’ They sank every penny 
that they could get in the extension and 
development of their estates and failed 
to make provision the inevitable 
fall in prices. It came with dramatic 
suddenness and brought those persons 
whose enterprise had outrun discretivn 
face to face with ruin. In their distress 
they appealed to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, and he induced the 
Government to provide a sum of £400,000 
for_their relief. Strange to say, the in- 
habitants of the island who were not en- 
gaged in the sugar industry denounced 
this as a foolish step. They took the sturdy, 
independent view. The industry, they de- 
clared, had brought the trouble on itself 
and should be:left to its own devices. When 
the West Indies were swept by hurricanes 
which damaged the banana plantations, 
the Government refused to grant relief, 
with the result that many planters were 
forced to abandon their estates.“ A set- 
back of that kind to the sugar industry 
would be. a blow at the development of 
trade within the Empire. It would give 
the German industry a splendid chance 
to recapture the British market and would 
place the United Kingdom in the unen- 
viable position which it occupied in 1914.

PROPOSED REDUCTION OF 
WAGES.

NOTICES ISSUED YESTERDAY. 

Anxiety has been caused among the different 
grades’ of Irish railway workers the 
announcement of an all-round reduction in 
wages in the near future. It ia admitted that 
the position of the several companies after de 
control will be extremely critical, and that 
only a drastic reduction of expenses wil! enable 
them io carry on. 

Yesterday morning the follwing circular, 
headed ‘‘ De-control of Railways, 14th August, 
1921,"" wae issued by one of the lead- 
ing companies in blin >—*‘ J desire 
to imform you that, owing to the 
cessation of the Government subsidy after 14th 
August next, it is absolutely essential that 
certain reducticns in rates of wages and salaries, 
as well as alteration in the conditions of ser- 
vice, shall take effect as from |5th August next. 
Particulars of such reductione and alterations 
will be notified later. ' 

The employés of another company yesterday 
received the following notice :— 

“ Government control comes to an end on 
Sunday, 14th August nest. The withdrawal of 
the monthly subsidy heretofore paid by the 
Government will render it impracticable for the 
company to maintain the conditions of service 
and scales of pay put im operation by the 
Ministry of Transport during control. It is. 
therefore, intended that, commencing with the 
first, pay period following 14th August, altered 
conditions of service and amended rates of pay 
shail apply to all grades.’’ 

It is underst that notices to the same 
effect have been received by the employés of a 
third company. 

It is stated that the reductions will be made 
in three instalments, and that the amount de 
ducted will be so regulated that employés in the 
better-paid positions will receive, approximately, 
100 per cent. above the pre-war rates, and those 
in the lower grades approximately 150 per 
cent. above pre-war rates. The reductions are 
to be made in the pay periods of Au 14th 
October 14th, and miber: Mth; hecording 
to the scale, a porter now in receipt of 57s. 6d. 
whose pre-war rate was 15s., will receive 37s. 6d.

With the befinninz of September one 
of the great features of the war will come 
to an end. This is the 124 per cent. bonus 
given by Mr. Churchill on the gross earn- 
ings of engineers and other classes of time- 
workers. It was in October, 1917, that 
Mr. Churchill, as Minister of Munitions, 
gave this bonus’ by an order which created 
tremendous criticism among all employers 
of labour, particularly when it was dis- 
covered to affect workers fever meant to be 
included in its provisions. The bonuses 
given under the Order have amounted to 
hundreds of millions, and many people 
are inclined to believe that it was the 
giving of this bonus that brought about 
the rise in prices generally. Íte disappear- 
ance ought, logically speaking, to bring 
down prices considerably and help to a 
much-needed recovery in industry. 

The recent reduction in wages in the 
engineering industry has not yet had the 
effect expectéd, for the industry continues 
to meet with great discouragement in the 
international competition for orders. The 
Germans and the Belgians are under- 
cutting British traders in all directions, 
and the Germans particularly, with their 
very low costs, are quoting prices that 
British firms cannot even approach. A 
few days ago a midland firm lost a big 
order because a Belgian firm was able to 
give a tender of just half the amount asked 
by the midiond people. British ship- 
builders are also affected, for there is a 
prospect of a further 50 per cent. cut in 
the piece rates for shipyard work in Ger- 
many, not because the “Siiermans are 
obliged to rely upon lower wage rates, see- 
ing that their costs are £2 per ton dead 
weight less than ours, but because they 
want to secure all possible trade. 

It is interesting to notice that there has 
been a remarkable recovery in the output 
of coal in Wales, and it is estimated that 
by the end of next month the production 
will once again be normal. Three-quarters 
of a million tons were brought up last 
week in spite of the fact that a number 
of important collieries. had not been able 
to resume work. All that is wanted now 
is a good market to absorb these supplies, 
but that will have to be regained from the 
Americans, who captured a great deal of 
the trade during the coal strike. Shipping 
prospects, too, are not particularly good 
Just now, since there is so mtich tonnage 
more than is needed. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that the coal trade will gradually 
improve during the autumn. 

The revolt of the Opposition Peers in 
the House of Lords against the deluge of 
legislation descending upon them in the 
closing weeks of the session was not quite 
the success that its authors had antici- 
pated. Both sides had whipped up their 
supporters, and it is a long time since so 
many noble lords graced the Gilded 
Chamber with their presence. In the trial 
of strength the Government easily came 
out on top, and Lord Crewe’s motion 
calling for an autumn session was de 
feated by 104 to 79. The motion launched 
by the noble Marquis was, m effect, an 
ultimatum—either drop some of your im- 
portant Bills or give us time to consider 
them in a manner consistent with the 
dignity of the House and with its duty 
as a revising Chamber. 

The death of Caruso at the early age of 
forty-eight will be regarded as a loss 
throughout the world, for the famous tenor 
was a popular figure wherever he might 
go. Gifted not only with an extraordinary 
voice, but with great dramatic power, he 
was also possessed of a very keen sense 
of humour, and had a pretty gift as a 
cartoonist. Some of his caricatures of 
himself were most amusing. His career 
reads like a romance. As a younz man 
he knew nothing of the wonderful voice 
he had, and, though he used to sing in 
| church choirs in his native Italy, he was 
told that his voice was a poor [Tittle 
whistle by singing masters whom he tried. 
It was not until he entered the Army and 
attracted the attention of his major by 
his singing that he began to climb the 
ladder that led him to fame and fortune. 
The latter must have been considerable, 
though his expenses must have been 
enormous. He always travelled en prince, 
but he could always get one thousand 
guineas for an evening concert, while he 
had £17,000 for a twenty-five days’ engage- 
menf in Buenos Ayres. It is probable 
that he much exceeded that sum during 
his residence in the United States. 

The Unionist Reconstruction Committee 
met to-day in order to consider the ques- 
tion of the reform of the House of Lords, 
having regard to the Ministerial promise 
that it shall be one of the principal items 
nf their programme for next session. Mr. 
N. Chamberlain presided for the first time 
as Chairman of the Committee. There was 
a large attendance of members, and what 
is officially described as a very interesting 
discussion, after which the proceedings 
were adjourned for a week. They were 
strictly private, and no report is forth- 
coming as to their character; and it is 
understood that they had not sufficiently 
approached agreement to allow of the 
passing of a resolution or the adoption of 
any scheme. 

Intimation has been conveyed to the 
Government that the Lancashire cotton 
trade (employers and employed agreeing) 
is desirous of sending a deputation to India 
to make representations to the authorities 
and others concerned there against the 
recent great increase in the Indian import 
duties on cotton. The increase during the 
past few years has been from 54 to 11 
per cent .—4 per cent. of it having been 
imposed as from March last. Lancashire 
people complain that this has had a verv 
injurious effect on their export trade, and 
they are confident that, if their representa. 
tives could talk the matter over with those 
of India, they could convince them that 
some remission of the duties would be 
beneficial to both sides.

It appears that the French and Belvian 
members of the Inter-Parliamentary Union 
have declined to attend this year's annual 
Conference of that body which meets at 
Stockholm, by invitation of the Swedish 
Government, on the 17th instant. The 
refusal is, in the first place, based on a 
reluctance to meet German representatives 
who are to take part, and this reluctance 
is intensified by the outcome of the Leipzi¢ 
triar: <A party of eight or ten member 
of the» British group (headed by Lord 
Wardale) will attend.

In the course of a memoir of Caruso, the 
great jenor. The Times eaye:—Enrico Caruso 
stood out by himself among the tenor singers 
of thie century, dominating the fvric stage just 
as Jean de Reerke had done before nim. 
Curitusiy enough, he came to the front almost 
immediately afver De Reszke had retired. Two 
arlists in turn holding the first place could 
scarcely have been more unlike. Caruso was 
the more abundantly gifted by nature. It is 
quftte safe to say that no tenor voice equal 
to his m ite combmation of power and extreme 


beauty of quality has been heard in this 
reneration. De Reszke’s voice, though aiso 
beautiful, wae not so exceptional an organ. 


Apart from mere voice, however, De Reazke 
was by many degrees the greater artist of the 
tro e had a charm of style and a senee of 
romances t which Caruso could not pretend, 
his gifts reminding old opera-goers of Mario in 
his prime. Caruso was a very fine singer, with 
true Italan warmth, but, if blessed with no 
more than De Reszke’s natural endowment, he 
vould not nave ren to hie unapproachabie 
position in the world of opera.

As, however, fhe Public 
Works Loan Commissioners have had no power 
to make loans for any purpose in Ireland since 
1907, when, by Section 7 of the Public Works 
Loans Act of that year, the power to make 


loans to harbour authorities in Ireland was 
transferred to the Commissioners of Public 
Works in Ireland.

VALUE OF ADVERTISING. 

At vesterday’s sitting of the High Court of 
the Ancient Order of Foresters at Leeds, the 
report of the Executive Committee was sub- 
mitted showing the total membership of the 
Bociety to be 1,280,000. Adult members had 
decreased during the year by 2,800, and 
wiveniles had increased by 9,400. The total 
voluntary funds on December 3ist, 1920, were 
£11,819,000. During 1920 the Courts paid 
sickness benefit for £9,400,000. The number 
of members who died was 9,700, a decrease of 
3.800 in comparison with 1919. The death-rate 
of members’ wives and widows showed an in- 
crease of 700 on 1919. Emphasis was ‘aid on 
the increasing importance of developing the 
Order by more extensive propaganda. 

THE VALUE OF SECURITIES. 

The action of the Executive in writing down 
to market value certain redeemable Colonia! 
Government securities was criticised by Mr. 
George Tbbott (Sheffield), an octogenarian. 
“Who is there to come between the Foresters 
and the Governments who have contracted to 
redeem the stock on a certain date?” said Mr.

FINANOIAL PROBLEMS.

SIR JAMES CRAIG’S 
POSITION. 


When inquiry was made at the Mansion 
House, Dublin, yesterday regarding the progress 
of the peace negotiations the stereotyped reply 
that no statement was available at present was 
given. People are naturally getting curious 
about the situation; but, as matters stand at 
present, it is hardly possible, if, indeed, it were 
advisable, to satisfy their curiosity. 

The important point to be borne in mind, how- 
ever, is the fact that the Government's terms 
of settlement have not been rejected.- They are 
still being carefully analysed by Mr. de Valera 
and his colleagues, ard, according to an author'- 
tative source, many important details have yet 
to be considered. Upon some others, especially 
questions of finance, advice is being sought from 
recognised experts, whose views upon the Prime 
Minister's offer are based absolutely upon econo- 
mic, and not upon political, grounds. Every 
little point is, it is stated, ing minutely 
weighed in anticipation of a meeting of Dai! 
Eireann, which will eventually. be summoned to 
decile ihe nature of the reply to Mr. Lioyu 
.George. The entire siiuation will then be 
i threshed out, not, as im former days, by the 
jmedium of long and pointless speeehes of the 
“'“ Convention " type, but by a close and 
thorough discussion upon every detail. 

It has been suggested in some quarters that 
the present apparent Aietus im the negotiations 
is due to a desire on the part of Simn Fein to 
get in touch with Sir James Craig, with a view 
io coming to some undersianding; but it was 
definitely learned yesterday that at present 
there is no such intention. The Northern Pre- 
mier is apparently for ihe moment regarded as 
“the man in the corner,” and it is not likely 
that there will be any serious development unt! 
Dail Eireann meets. Several of its members are 
still in prison. When their release is announced, 
things will probably begin to move.

It is represented on the one hand 
that Ulster is proving obdurate on the ques- 
tion of fiscal autonomy, and on the other hand 
that the Sinn Fein leaders are trying to drive 
Ulster instead of persuading her on equal terms. 
Mr. John Guest, Yorkshire Labour member, 1s 
to ask the Prime Minister to-morrow whether 
in order to facilitate the Irish negotiations, he 
will consider the release of the thirty-six 
members of Dail Eireann who are at present in 
custody.

advancing years, retired from membership. of 
our Diocesan Synod, and consequently relin- 
quishes the offices which he has held for many 
years. We shall greatly mise his wise counsel, 
and his keen interest in everything relating 
to Church affairs. We earnestly trust that the 
Llemin; of peace may rest upon him. 

The Diocesan Council during the pest year 
has been actively engaged in the financial affairs 
of the diocese. A complete scheme hag been 
drawn ap for the augmentation of clerical in- 
comes and presented to the Commissioners 
appointed by the General Bynod. We have 
reason to believe that the recommendations of 
the Diocesan Council will be confirmed except 
in a very few cases, which are left open for 
final decision after the various parochial repre- 
sentatives have been heard by the Commie- 
sioners. It is impoesible that there should be 
perfect unamimity as regards all those intricate 
matters, but it is only just to ovr Council to 
say that they have given the most careful 
attention to the wishes of each parish, and, as 
far as possible, acceded to the requesis made to 


them. The success of the scheme is largely 
owing to the Archdeacon of Lismore, whose 
patience, abilitt. and mattervy of detail are 


worthy of the highest recognition. 
The improvement in the financial position of 
the clergy is most helpful from every point of 
view.. We may accept it as an evidence of th 
interest which our people feel in the work of 
the Church, and of the value which they attach 
to the ministry. When it is also remembered 
that this financial work, «und. wholesome and 
permanent, was brought to completion in 
vear of extreme unrest, and even of grave 
anxiety, we may accept it aa a welcome indica- 
tion of trust in Divine leading. 
IRELAND'S FUTURE. 
Speaking of political unrest leads on to the 
consideration of our position in thie country 
in the future. We are Irishmen, lovers of our 
country, and with a keen desire to further its 
highest and best interests. It ia no exaggera- 
tion to say that we are willing to make great 
sacrifices in the intereste of peace and progress, 
and thet we are most anxious to work with 
our fellow-countrymen of all classes and creeds 
towards that end. memories of the past, 
Lowever, have been a blight wpon the courver’s 
progress, and have kept in existence feelings of 
suspicion and distrust which have hitherto: 
rendered it impossible for the country to be- 
come united or to deserve in any way the appli- 
cation of the name “ national.” 
It cannot be denied that this accurately re- 
presents the present and past condition of Ire 
land: To answer the question, who is to blame. 
would only tend to increase the antegonism 
which already exists; therefore, it is better for 
Irishmen to ask the question: What are we to 
do in. order that harmony may be established 
in the country and the principles of Christianity 
become active amongst al! the parties in 
Ireland? 
_ It is, unhappily, true that there is no history 
in Ireland. All the events of the past. three 
centuries are living vital facis. So far as the 
people of the present day are concerned, all 
these events are happening to-day. The time 
has come when leaders of public opinion, and 
those responsible for the instruction of the 
youth of the country, must realise, first. the 
folly of trying to unite a country by dividin 
the people into opposite camps; and, second, 
the wickedness of attempting to bring about 
natsonal progress by instilling hate. 
PRINCIPLES OF PEACE. 
We are looking towards the dawn to-day of 
brighter days; therefore it is essential that 
there should be a clear understanding of tue 
principles upon which we are prepared to try 
and assist our brethren in Ireland uo build up 
a united and peaceful country. First, we must 
learn to know each other. The children of this 
country must no longer become a prey to fac 
tion, but must be taught im their daily inter- 
course, one with the other, mutual toleration, 
the want of which is so marked a feature of 
Irish life to-day. We, who represent the 
minority im the South and West, have, there 
fore, a perfect right to say to those who claim 
the control of our destinies—Will you join us 
in our efforts to destroy faction by bringing our 
young people together and inspiring them with 
united zeal for the progress of their country ? 
_ The second point which ought to be empha- 
sized is our demand for justige, pure and un- 
defiled, without regard to position or creed; and 
here let me say that I have no wish to go back 
upon the past, or to stir up meniories which 
would militate against peace; but within the 
past three days we have been informed of an 
event so shocking, so utterly brutal, eo opposed 
to the first prinviples of justice, that I cannot 
pass it by. 
THE MURDER OF MRS. LINDSAY. 
I refer to the murder of Mrs. Lindsay, a 
personal friend of my own and a near relative 
of a member of my flock. The whole Christian 
world was shocked when during the last war 
the news came that Nurse Cavell had been shot 
by the Germans after a trial at which she was 
represented by counsel and found uilty. 
During her last moments she was attended by 
her clergymen. To-day we hear for the first 
time of a lady of 60 years of age, kind, charit- 
able to the highest degree, taken from her house 
at one o'clock in the morning, tried and exe- 
cuted, without defence, without a friend, with- 
out the consolations of religion. 
Í know nothing about the charge against her. 
but, knowing Mrs. Lindsay, ! can say that if 
the charge alleged against her—that of giving 
information to the police of an ambush 
im preparation for them—is well founded, 
her only object can have been to save life and 
pot to destroy it; further, that the acts in 
whieh these poor men were engaged when 
they were arrested were those for which one 
of their most prominent bishops had pre- 
nounced a sentence of excommunication. be- 
cause, as he declared, “they were acte of 
snurder. 
There is one redeeming feature about this 
hideous awfulness, and that is that the man 
who wrote the defence evidently knew nothing 
about the act, ami is evidently bitterly 
asbamed of it. He speaks of a “stern necea- 
sity ” in order to preserve the hives of others— 
a stern necessity which waa kept an ahsolute 
eecret until it had to be drag into the light 
five months after. 
EARNEST DESIRE FOR CO-OPERATION. 
We ask, therefore, to-day for a full rerodin- 
tion trom those in anthority of this bestial 
action. If.it is defended, we can only say that 
there is a fundamental difference of opinion 
between people as to what justice consists of. 
but we are persuaded of better things, for it 
would be impossible to associate those of the 
leaders we know with foulness of this kind. 
As to the perpetrators of it, we turn from 
them with loathing, disgust, and a 
and in leaving them we remind them of another 
trial at which their presence will be a “ stern 
necessity,"’ and when the Judge of all the 
earth will Easa, the sentence: “' Derart, 
ye cursed, into everlasting fire, pre 
the Devil and his gorm RC ee a ae Sa 
We ask again, therefore : Will you be pre- 
pared to treat us with justice without 3 rd 
to ition or creed ? irther, will you w 
us work with you for the furtherance of the 
good of the country ? 
In the past there may have been reagons for 
our exclusion from public life, which those who 
excluded us thought sufficient; but with a new 
Government, to which we are quite willing to 
render loyal] support, we would have a right 
to claim a full share in the Government's re. 
sponsibilities. 
It ig possible that out of all this welier of 
blood and tears there may arise a new Ireland 
founded upon the eternal principles of truth 
and righteousness. We who love our Mother- 
land will continue to pray earnestly that peace 
and happiness, truth aad justice, religion and 
piety, may be established amongst us.

The proceedings cf the Irish Labour Party 
and Trade Union Congress were resumed in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday. The Presi- 
dent, Mr. Thomas Foran, occupied the chair, 
and there was again a large attendance of 
delegates. 

_ The first matter taken up was the considera- 
tion of the annual report, the adoption of which 
was moved by the Chairman, and seconded by 
Mr. Gillaway. 

Mr. A. Stewart (Belfast), ‘alluding to the 
question of the Belfast expelled workers, out- 
lined the position, and explained the provision 
made for them in the way of maintenance. The 
despondent note, he said was when would the 
necessity for this relief cease. He did not care 
what a worker was religious!y or politically if 
he were faithful to his class 
_ Alderman O’Brien eaid that if the big unions 
in Belfast did their duty, there would have been 
no necessity for the relief fund. 

Mr. McMullen (Belfast) said that there was 
n> possibility of the people who had been ex- 
pelled from their work being allowed to resume 
their employment. The expulsion was not con- 
fmed to Catholics. Workers of other religions 


of p sive views were effected and thrown 
idle. He hoped that before long better feelinge 
would exist between all classes of workers, and

THE MUNITIONS STRIKE. 
Alderman O’Brien referred to the munitions 
strike of last year, and on behalf of the Execu- 
tive expressed thanks to the railwaymen and 
dockets for the war in which they had acted 
during that time. It was, he said, one of the 
greatest demonstrations of strength and 
solidarity in recent years, and the railway and 
other workers were deserving of the highest 
praise for the loyaltv they had shown in carry- 
ing out every direction given to them. 
Madame Markievicz at this stage entered the 
Con , and on being accommodated with a 
seat on the platform received a hearty recep- 


tion. 

Mr. Molloy (Broadstone) thanked the execu- 
tive for the way in which they carried out the 
munitions strike, and the public for the way 
in which the. contributed to its suc- 
cess. He declared that fifteen of the 
munition workers had been “victimised by the 
Great Northern Railway Company, while they 
were back st their work on all the other rail- 
ways. Another trade union, not the National 
Union of Railwaymen, had signed a degrading 
document, asking to get back to their employ- 
ment, and he believed that to that was due the 
victimisation by the Great Northern Railway 
of member of the National Union of Railway- 
men. 

Mr. T. O’Brien (North Wall) said that when 
they got word from their executive they would 
act, and see that the victimised men of the 
Great Northern Railway got back to their em- 
ployment. 

Mr. M'‘Airt (Docke s) said that the Labour 


Party should not be frightened by 
the Great Northern Railway, and ihey 
should take steps to get these men 
beck. With the cooperatoin of the 


workers and the public they would not exper'- 
ence much difficulty in gettang these men back. 
The strike to get them back could be confined 
to the Great Northern Railway, and the men 
should get a grant. 

Mr. Slavin said that if these men were not 
reinstated on the Great Northern line, the oom- 
anies would not get the £3,000,000 provided 
or in the Irish Railways Bill. 

Mr. Thomas Farren paid a tribute to the 
loyalty of the munition strikers, and eaid that 
over £120, was subscribed towards the relief 
of the workers by the people of Ireland and 
friends across the Channel. On the question of 
victimisation, he said that these men must be 
reinstated, and the erecutive would do all they 
could in that direction. 

Mr. P. T. Daly (Dublin) moved a resolution 
placing on record their keen appreciation of 
the national effort of the railwaymen during 
the munition strike, and congratulating them 
on their eolidarity and on the result of the 
strike. 

Mr. J. J. Farren (Dublin) seconded. 

Mr. J. J. Redmond (Dublin) said that if the 
Great Northern Railway did not reinstate the 
men, the engineers could close the workshops 
of the company which controlled the line. 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 

ARIGNA AND KNOCKLONG. 

A discussion took place regarding the allusion 
in the report to the labour disputes in Knock- 
long and Arigna, and Mr. Thomas Johneon 
said that, as workers representing the com- 
munity, they intended that wealth accumulated 
by their predecessors: should continue to be in 
use. In the case of the shutting down of in- 
dustries, the workers found that they could work 
successfully the creamery and mines. 

The Chairman said that the creamery and the 
mines were run by the workers as a financial 
success, and the employers gave th®m the in- 
crease they asked for when they saw how well 
their employés did things working on their own. 
There was only one union engaged in the dis- 
putes, and this proved the importance and 
necessity of having one big union. 

“ POACHING.” 

Mr. Farrelly (Dublin) moved a resolution, 
that, in the event of any affiliated union being 
found guilty of violating the resolution regard- 
ing “ poaching of members ' adopted at last 
year’s Congress in Cork, such union or unions 
shall be expelled from affiliation with the Íriwh 
Labour Party and Trade Union Congress. 

Mr. Holt (Drogheda) seconded. 

Mr. Cassidy (Derry) pointed out the danger 
of poaching, as was evidenced in Tralee when 
the printers joined a union called the Irish 
Typographical Union, and when trouble came in 
that town they got no support from it. lt was 
a regrettable fact that workers who should be 
brothers were, because of the existence of two 
unions, deadly op d to each other.

PARLIAMENT. 
ITHE RAILWAYS BILL, 


MANY AMENDMENTS 
DISCUSSED. 

The Railways Bill was further considered on 
Report in the House of Commons yesterday, 
this being the third of the five allotted days. 
A considerable time was occupied in the con- 
sideration of Government amendments to 
different clauses, many of which were con- 
sequential on the amendment of earlier clauses, 
while others arose out of amendments made or 
undertakings given on the Committee stage. 
They aid no new point of substance. -« 

On Clause 48, which deals with the collection 
and delivery of merchandise by the railway 
com panies, 

Mr. MacQuisten moved the omission of the 
sub-section which provides that a trader must 

ree to the delivery by the company of the 
whole of his traffic. He thought that a trade 
who had a horse and cart ot his own should 
be allowed to use it for this purpose. 

Lieytenant-Commander Kenworthy objected 
to traderg being dragooned in the way pro- 


Sir Eric Geddes said that without the sub- 
section the cost of cartage would be raised to 
the general community for the benefit of in- 
dividual traders.

COMPETITIVE TRAFFIC CHARGES. 

On Clause 51, dealing with c\arges for com- 
petitive trafic,

amalgamated area was less than the standard 
rate by another route, the standard rate fo 
the carriage of merchandise by the first- 
mentioned route might be charged by the other 
route; also, that for the purposes of the clause, 
“a circuitous route” should mean a route 
which was longer by XX) per cent. or more than 
the shortest route between the two places. 

The amendment to Clause 57, providing that 
the charges to revenue to be fixed in the first 
instance for each amalgamated company should 
be euch as would, with other sources of revenue. 
so far ag practicable yield, in the opinion of the 
Rates Tribunal, with efficient and economical! 
working and management, a standard revenue 
equal to 5 per cent. on the total value of the 
companies concerned, ag calcniated from the 
Stock Exchange values on June 30, 1921. and 
not on annual net revenue based on the 
year 1913. 

_ Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy, in second- 
ing, said that under the bill the only people 
In the country, apart from certain. civil 
servants, who were not to euffer ae a result of 
the war, were the railway shareholders. The 
railways were going to batten at the expense 
of the consumers of the country. 

Sir Frederick: Banbury: said “that. far from 
battening, the railway shareholders had not 
had their dividends increased since 1914. The 
Stock Exchange value changed, and especially at 
the present moment was most illusory. When 
taking anybody's property the real question was 
“ What does that property earn, and what is a 
fair price to give on the earning facilities of 
that property?’ That was the only way to be 
fair and just in a compulsory. purchase. 
QUICK AND CHEAP TRANSIT WANTED. 

Mr. Lambert objected to both the Govern- 
ment’s proposals—to guarantee the railways 
their 1913 net revenue, and the proposal of the 
amendment to guarantee them five per cent on 
their Stock Exchange value. . The country 
wanted cheap, quick and efficient transport, 
while the system of guarantees would kill all 
enterprise, raising rates when trade was bad 
lowering them w trade ,was good. This 
was, in his pone, a corrupt bargain between 
the Minister of Transport and the short-sighted 
directors of the railway companies. The rail- 
way rates were at present far too high, and he 
did not see anything in this clause which would 
bring them down. Railway shareholders had a 
right to be fairly treated, but they should fot 
do that by a system of State guarantee. He 
would compel the railway compenies to revert 
to their pre-war charges, and to justify any in- 
crease in those charges before the Railway and 
Canal Commission. 

Sir Eric Geddes asked did the right hon. 
gentleman seriously mean that he expected the 
railways to go back to the charges before the 
war, and expected them to carry on until they 
had gone through a procedure which under the 
old system meant years before they got any 
inerease in charges.

LORD CREWE’S MOTION 
DISCUSSED. 


In the Hanse of Lords yesterday, 

Thé Marquis of Crewe moved—“That His 
Majesty's Government, having declared their 
intention of passing into law certain measures 
of great public importance which can only be 
adequately examined through prolonged dia- 
cussion, this House declines to proceed until 
the end of October with any bille not yet read 
a first time, and directs that the further pro- 
ceedings on any bill read a firet time after the 
passing of the resolution shall be postponed 
until November let, provided that this resolu- 
tion shall not apply to the Railways Bill or 
to the further proceedings on any bill entered 
on by ph consent.” He said that he could 
not heip thinking that the Government were 
under some misapprehension as to the manner 
in which their measures ought to be received 
in that House. They, no doubt, believed that 
as a Coalition they combined all the best ele- 
ments of the two parties without possessing 
any of the defecte of either, and, therefore, 
that they were in a position to run measures 
through Parliament with haste and absence of 
discussion to which mere party Governments 
in the past had not ventured to lay claim. [If 
they did entertain that opinion 1¢ was nós 
justified either by the farm in which measures 
reached that House or by their duravility 
after they had been trimmed into shape.

out the business of Parliament and of the 
country except at such times and in such 
manner as they thoucht fit. I]t wae a startiing 
innovation, and the noble marquis might, if he 
were once more seated on "tie Government 
Bench, discover that he had imtiated a very 
inconvenient precedent. He haa never ex- 
pressed any other feeling than that those re- 
sponsible for business in that House should 
give every conceivable opportunity for tbe 
moet minute and searching investigation of @: 
measures. But there were certain teatures In- 
separable from the conduct of business by any 
eecond Chamber, and it was inevitable that

LORD SALISBURY. 
The Marquis of Salisbury said that every- 
body agreed that the Government were entitled 


to a holiday. The sooner that they had it the 
better for them, and the better, too, he 
thought for the country. (Langhter.) He 
approached this question from the pomt of 


view of the rights of the House. Session after 
session Unionist peers had mac their protest 
until the words that they used zbsolutely stunk 
in his nostrils. Thev were not even received 
with respect now by the Government. Lord 
Curzon treated them ia a light-hearted manner, 
and that, in fact, was the real man coming out 
—Mr. Hyde peeping through the mask of Dr. 
Jekyll. (Laughter.) Lord Curzon used the 
old retort that it just depended on which side 
noble lords sat. That was all very cood foso!- 
ing, but was that the wav that the House of 
Lords ought io be treated? 


LORD BUCKMASTER. 


Lord Buckmaster said that protestations that 
were not followed up by action were weak and 
upmaniy things. There was no sinister free 
trade conspiracy behind the motion. How in 
the world would the Safeguarding of Industries 
Bill be injured” Unlese Lord Curton though’ 
that prolonged discussiOn on it would be fatal 
to ite passage, there wae no real foundstion for 
the plea that traders would be in peri! if the 
bill were delayed. If that were true wire had 
the Government waited three yedrs Lefcre 
introducing it ? 


THE LORD CHANCELLOR. 


The Lord Chancellor said that he believed 
that such was the pressure of public affairs 
that whatever Government took the place of 
this one they would find themselves confronted 
with the pfesent difficulty at the end of the 
session. He wondered why Lord Buckmaster 
was so careful to insist that his attitude had 
nothing to do with the merit or demerits of the 
Key Industries Bill. He accepted the noble 
lord’s assurance. but this question furnished 
a most remarkable political coincidence. Every 
other bill to come before their lordships would 
have been conceded almost without hais in 
another place had the Government been pre- 
pared to make some concessions on the bill. 
The Government had not thought it proper to 
give way. That bill was long overdue, and 
Lord Crewe was the father-in-law of the main 
features of the Bill. He had been accustomed 
to look to his friends and not to his enemies 
for advice. In the fifteen years that he had 
been in Parliament that House had found 
itself involved in many grave and bitter 
struggles. From some they emerged with their 
ancient powers truncated and destroyed. More 
than any other man in that House Lord Crewe 
was responsible for the circumstance that they 
met thet day a maimed legislative assembly 
The destruction of the age-long liberty of that 
House was due to him more than to any other 
man. When he (the Lord Chancellor) wanted 
counsel upon what to do at a grave moment in 
the history of the institution he would go to 
those who afforded them help while the struggle 
raged and sympathy when the struggle con- 
cluded. (Cheers.)

THE BELFAST TRAMWAYS. 


YEAR’S WORKING REVIEWED.

INCREASES IN EXPENDITURE 
AND PASSENGERS. 


At the meeting of the Belfast--Corporation 
yesterday, the Chairman of the Tramway Com- 
mittee (Councillor W. G. Turner) teviewed the 
operations of the tramways for the financial 
year ending 3lst March. ‘The total revenue 
amounted £601,183 146. 5d. for the twelve 
months, as against £545,347 17s, 8d. for the 
corresponding period in 1920, an increase of 
£55,836. The working expenses amounted to 
£503,555, against £397,088 for the previous 
year, and show an increase of £124,467. . The 
itema contributing to this are as follows:— 
Traffic expenses) £233,017, against £190,321 for 
1920, an incre of £42,696; ceneral expenses, 
£52,289, acainst £30,820. an increaso of £1,469; 
genoral repairs and ,ymaintenance, £135,149, 
against £88,974, an increase of £46,175; power, 
£99,092, against £66,974, an increase of £30,118. 
The balance carried down to net revenue 
account, including an item of £5,365 bank 
interest, amounts to £102,994, compared with 
£169,476 for 1920, or a decrease of £66,482. 

The expenditure also showed an increase 
over the corresponding period last year of 
£124,467, or 532.83 per cent. This great rise 
in expenditure was accounted for by high cost 
of material, arrears of maintenance, increased 
wages bill, brought about by various awards 
granted during the twely months under review, 
and by their excessive power supply charges. 

PASSENGERS AND WAGES, 

A comparison with 1914 showed a growth 
in the number of passengers carried of 
57,511,885, and with 1915 of 38,303,436. The 
receipts per car mile had risen from 9.5ld. in 
1914 to 22.85d. in 1921, and the expenses per 
car. mile from 5.60d. to 19.14d., an increase in 
the latter case of 242 per cent. Compared with 
this, the rise in the average fare paid per pas- 
senger in 1914 worked out at 1.09d. as against 
1.428d. in 1921, an imorease of .409d. or just 
40 per cent. This was still far below the rise 
in railway fares, which was now well over 100 
per cent. all round. The increase in the wages 
hill alone in 1921 was approximately £201,580 
over that of 1914, which, when compared with 
the revenue of that year, viz., £272,062, shows 
the enormous jump in the expenditure to be 
borne by the undertaking. Had it not been 
for the increase in the number of passengers 
carried during 1920-1921 over the number car- 
ried in 1919-1920—an inerease of 4,882,534—the 
department would havé. had to face. a —far 
greater deficit, as the additional assengers re- 
presented in round figures £30,500. 

The Committee have had under consideration 
tor several months the question of the recon- 
struction of the permanent way. After lon 
and careful consideration and negotiations with 
the Ministry of Transport of a serious nature, 
which, I am glad to say, were successful, the 
Committee have arrived at a decision adopting 
a five-year programme, involving the recon- 
struction of, approximately, 60 miles of track, 
at an estimated cost of a million and a quarter. 

Councillor Anderson seconded. 

Councillor Elliott complimented the Chairman 
of the Committee on his evhaustive report, and 
made an eulogistic reference to Bellevue, which 
owed its origin to Mr. Nance as a public park. 
They very much appreciated the services of 
the Committee. 

Councillor Clements called 
vibration of the cars. 

Replying to this, Councillor Turner said the 
new cars were the last word in tram. construc- 
tion. Furthermore, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee said the bandmaster of the Life Guards 
bar had expressed. the tribute: that he had 
never been in a more picturesque place than 
Bellevue.

BELFAST ELECTRICITY SCHEME. 


FULL REPORT ON FUTURE WORKING. 

A. vigorous discussion took placé yesterday at 
the meeting of the Belfast Corporation regard- 
ing the alleged precarious condition of the Bel- 
fast electricity scheme. 

Oouncillor wald Jamison (in the absence of 
the Chairman) moved the adoption of the 
minutes, and said that the Committee were 
anxious that the Council should have the fullest 
information in regard to the electricity under- 
taking. At the last meeting Sir James Johns- 
ton mentioned that the report of the consult- 
anta—Mossrs. Preece, Cardew, and Rider— 
dated 7th June, had been handed to the City 
Accountant for his examination, and that after 
they received Mr. Geale’s report a meeting of 
the Council in committee would be Jed. 
When the report was received on the 5th July 
the sub-committee decided to send a deputation 
to London and discuss the situation with them. 
As a result of what occurred at that interview 
the consultants wrote to the Town Clerk with- 
drawing their report. That was why the meet- 
ing of the Council in committee was not held. 
The Committee was anxious that the whole 
undertaking should be discussed, its future 
prospects elucidated, and all information given 
to the members and the public. However, it 
was obviously impossible to do that until they 
got the amended report from the consultants. 
When the report arrived the Chairman of the 
Committee would ask the Lord Mayor to con- 
vene a meeting of the Council in committee. 
The Electricity Committee, Councillor Jamison 
proceeded, were taking into consideration the 
revision of the price per unit for electricity. It 
would be necessary to raise the price consider- 
ably, and the electrical engineer had got in- 
structions to make suggestions to the Com- 
mittee dealing with the various classes of sup- 
ply, and commencing with the maximum rate 
of 84. per unit for general lighting purposes, 
with pro rata charges for other classes, and to 
report as to the increased*revenue that might 
fairly be expected to be derived from the in- 
creased charges. 

Councillor Addis seconded. 

An amendment was proposed by Councillor 
‘Alexander, seconded by Alderman Duff. to the 
effect that the report which was recalled should 
be circulated amongst the members, and this 
was carried by a large majority.

FACTORIES’ INSPECTOR APPOINTED. 
Mr. Sydney Eraut, His Majesty's Inspector 
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Caruso began his musical. career by omg | 
in the choir of a Naples church, as a boy, 
the remuneration of 10d. for the Sunday. He 
was the son of a working mechanic, and was 
apprenticed to a mechanical engineer, As a 
youth he served in the 18th Regiment of 
Artillery, and it was the accident of one of 
his superior officers overhearing his singing one 
day that led to his receiving his firs serious 
training in music, the officer being so atly 
impressed by the young soldier’s voice that he 
took immediate steps to secure for him a sing- 
ing. master. : 

Át the age of 22, Caruso made his début in 
his native eity, Naples, but success did not 
come to him until a few years later, when he 
‘sang in “ La Bohéme " at Milan. Caruso’s first 
appearance in London was at Covent Garden, 
in 1902, and his last in the summer of 1914. 
Between those years he was only absent from 
Covent Garden during three or four seasons, 
and it was in the course of one of those in- 
tervals that he undertook a concert tour of 
the English provinces, and visited Dublin, on 
a contract that was said to be worth £2,000 
a week. When he made his London début as 
the “Duke” in “ Rigoletto” he had a good, 
but hardly enthusiastic Press. It was not 
until he returned in 1904, as “Rodolfo” in 
“La Bohéme,” and “Canio ” in ‘ Pagliacci,’ 
that he was acclaimed as first tenor of the 
day. For many years he was one of the 
chief stars at the New York Metropolitan, 
where a season’s engagement has been reputed 
to yield as much as 125,000 dollars (£ ,000) 
to him. 

Caruso married, in 1918, Miss Dorothy Ben- 
jamin, daughter of Mr. Park Benjamin, well 
ane w as a patent lawyer, and writer on legal

Caruso was the possessor of several large 
estates in Tuscany, with farms yielding many 
tons of fruit and corn, and a Ceautiful villa 
near Florence, from the garden of which fruit 
was often sent to him when he was singing 
in London or elsewhere. “I am not a man 
at all,” was a comment of the great singer, 
on one occasion. “I am just a money-making 
machine — an apparatus that produces

In the course of a discussion on the subject 
of organisers, the opinion was advanced that 
it would be more useful in the cause of the 
Irish language to use the money now paid to 
orgavisers for the purpose of training school 
teachers to teach the language. : 

Mr. O'Hurley said that without organisers 
the money collected would fall off. erhaps 
fewer organisers would be necessary in the 
future, and he suggested that the matter be

LABOUR AND THE ELECTIONS. 

On the question of the resolution adopted by

Mr. Thomas Johnzon said that it was a breach 
of the spirit and letter of the Labour con- 
stitution that Alderman Corish should have 
gene forward. The National Assembly had as 

abour representative only one person, and that 
did not stand to the dignity of the Labour 
movement in Ireland. 

Alderman Corish said that he considered it 
his duty to ir forward at the present critical 
stage in the history of hig country. 

Mr. Cathal O’Shannon declared that Labour 
was not tied to the tail of Dail Eireann or to 
the tail of the Irish Republican Army, because 
they might at any moment have to fight them 
and keep as clear of them as they did of the 
British Army. Some of them would rather 
see the Labour movement split into thousands 
of fractions, their hopes postponed for two or 
three generations, rather Gas that, the spirit of 
independent criticism should he surrendered, or 
that the fulfilment of an Irish Workers’ Re- 
public should be defeated. 

Mr. Casey (Limerick Trades Council) moved a 
resolution recommending—(1) That all members 
of trade unions in prison for other than 
criminal offences should have their union cards 
kept cléar, and (2) that all possible steps should 
be taken so that positions held by. members 
be kept open to them on release. He pointed 
out that the resolution wag not really one from 
the Limerick Trades Council, but was sent out 
from Ballykinlar Camp to the various trades 
councils, and he considered they would be 
wanting in sympathy and support if they did 
not see that interned trades unionists suffered 
nothing. 

Mr. Golline (Cork) seconded. 

An amendment was moved on behalf of the 
Irish Engineering Union to the effect that such 
members should be entitled to the ordinary 
trade unemployment benefit from their unions. 

Mr. Weldon (Cork) said there were W 
members of his union interned, and he could 
assure them none of their families would suffer. 

Mr. Johnson said that on examination the 
complaints from Ballykinlar were found not to 
be justified, but he pointed out that the amend- 
ment asked trades unions to take on certain 
responsibility which they were not allowed by 
their constitution.

Sin,—As a tourist and passenger agent, 
have read with interest, the article in your issue 
of Saturday under the above heading. F have 
the stron reasons for wishing, with you, 
that the tourist’ traffic would revive for what 
is left of the present season; but I am certain 
that such a ng is impossible. It is useless 
to think that touring will revive in Ireland until 
such time as it is absolutely certain that per- 
manent peace has come. 

The present gratifying truce will, I hope, be 
followed by a final settlement ali 
parties; but, so far ag I can read the politica! 
situation, it will be at least some weeks yet 
before such a fervently desired goal fs reached, 
and, assuming that I am right, it must be ad- 
mitted that it will then be too late for any 
revival this year. 

What I would suggest is that steps be taken 
to revive the Irish Tourist Development Associa- 
tion which was started just before war broke 
out; and, as it got working ther for their 
common good all the Irish railway companies, 
tourist passenger agents, hotel proprietors, and 
other people whose living depends to a certain 
extent on the tourist business, it had already 
accomplished a lot of good until the war put 
a full stop to its activities. The Irish railway 
companies at that time subscribed very gener- 
ously to its funds, as did also large hotels and 
others interested; so I think that there must 
i - this time some funds to our credit at the 

nk. 

I suggest that some prominent member of the 
Management Committee which we appointed at 
the meeting held at the Mansion House should 
take the initiative and call a meeting in order 
that steps be taken to make the organisation 
again an active force in advertising “this 
country’s natural attractions to a world which 
has had ‘every excuse for forgetting them.”—

ENGLISH HYMN-WRITERS AND TRINITY 
COLLEGE, DUBLIN. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—ihe account m your cOfumns of the 
pigrimage to Burrington Combe, the scene 
which suggested to Joplady his magnificent 
bymn “ Rock of Ages,” and the mention of the 
fact that Toplady, although educated in 
Trinity College, was an Englishman, may render 
it of imterest to recall that the Rev. Henry 
Francis Lyte, the author of another famous 
hymn, “Abide with me,” was, like Toplady, 
an Eng an; like Toplady, educated in 
Trinity College, and, like Topiady, a Devon- 
shire clergyman. lt was customary in days 
gone by—i do not know whether the custom 
still obtains—for “Rock of Ages” to be sung 
at least once a year in the Services of the 
Chapel of Trinity College. 

Toplady rests in a vault in Whitefield’s 
Church, in London. Some years ago the late 
Rev. Silvester Horne, M.P., who died in the 
prime of a life devoted to Christian philan- 
thropy, asked me to speak on some non-political! 
question in Whitefield’s Church, of which he 
was the Congregational minister. He gratified 
a fancy of mine by inviting hfs congregation to 
sing “ Rock of Ages” literally over Toplady’s 
grave. 

The origin of hymns and the circumstances 
under which they were written are always 
matters of interest, but very little known to the 
average reader. 1 have alighted quite re- 
cently on a work of whose existence I had 
been unaware, entitled “The Church's Songs,” 
which is a mine of information in respect of 
hymns and hymn-writers. It is charmingly 
written, and deals with a large subject within 
a wonderfully narrow compass. It comes from 
the pen of the Ven. T. 8. Lindsay, Archdeacon

Sirn,—In today’s issue of the Irish Times 
you direct attention to the fact that Augu*tus 
Toplady, the author of the famous hymn “ Rock 
of Ages,”” was educated at Westminster and 
Trinity College, Dublin. May I be permitted to 
relate an ineident which reveals, in a more 
marked way, his indebtedness to Ireland ? 

When Toplady was about 16 years of age he 
heard James Morris, one of Wesley’s assintaute 
preach at Coolmain, in the parish of Ballyna- 
slaney, Wexford. Two years later he wrote :— 
“That sweet text, Ephesians ii., 15, wae particu. 
larly delightful and refreshing to my soul, and 
the more so as it reminded me of my sensible 
espousals to the Bridegroom of the elect. It 
was from that passage that Mr. Morris preached 
on the memorable evening of my effectual call. 
By the grace of God, under the ministry of that 
dear messenger, and under that sermon I was, 
I trust, brought nigh by the blood of Christ, in 
August, 1756. Strange that I, who had so | 
sat under the means of grace in England, shou! 
be brought nigh to God in an obscure part of 
Ireland, amidst a handful of God’s people met 
together in a barn, and under the ministry of 
one Who could hardly spell his name.” 

The last statement is not correct. Morris 
was by no means an illiterate man. He was a 
born orator, though reticent and lowly-minded.
